3. PROCEDURES 

a. Formulation of the Agency RD&^E Projj;ram Plan : proposed RD&E 
program plans including cost estimates will be prepared by offices 
engaged in RD&E activities in accordance with the Agency planning^ 
programming system. The originating office proposals will be 
coordinated with the DD/S&T. After coordination the originating 
office will include such RD&E plans with its office program 
submission to its Deputy Director for review and approval and 
for incorporation in the Directorate's program plans submitted 
to O/PPB. The DD/S&cT will consolidate the proposed RD&.E 
plans, review this plan with the Deputy Directors, and submit an 
overall Agency plan, together with Directorate comments, through 
O/PPB, to the Director for approval. 

Execution of Agency RD&tE Plan : in the implementation of the 
approved Agency RD&E program by various offices, thejDD/S&T 
will^-^^ and comment on all proposed RD&E projects'^n' excess 
of before submission to the appropriate Deputy Director 

for approval. All RD&E projects which involve (1) a significant 
policy consideration or for other reasons suggest consideration 
at the DDCI level, (2) a total autliorization in excess of $150, 000 
in the current fiscal year, or (3) an amendment to an existing 
project which raises the total authorization more than $100, OOO 
above the previously approved level, shall be reviewed and concurred in 'by 
the DD/S&T before submission through O/PPB to the IlDCI for approval?^? 

"^he DD/S&T review will include considerations of technical 
feasibility, completeness, compatibility with the approved Agency 
RD&E program plan, relative priorities, and other pertinent 
program particulars. He will discuss RD&E proposals with the 
officg involved if there are any problems regarding his concurrence 
ancf^re commend appropriate changes or modifications. In tliose 
instances where saJ;isfactory resolution cannot be achieved, the 
DD/S&T will r»s-& tv e the problem with the Deputy Director concerned. 

If agreement cannot be reached on proposed RD&E projects, the 
proposal will be forwarded by the; responsible Deputy Director 
through O/PPB to the Director along with the comments and 
recommendations of the DD/S&T.
